Organization of a new bank 


for Manilla and community, 
which will be known as the Citi- 
zens' bank of Manilla, was an- 
nounced Tuesday.

NATURAL TENDENCY 


Was Not Politician for Per- 
sonal Reasons, but to Con- 


serve Government. 


It was natural for Abraham 


Lincoln to devote his life to poli- 
tics because of influences to his 
early life, according to Dr. L. A. 
Warren of Fort Wayne, a nation- 
al known authority on the life of 
the martyred president, who 
spoke to the Rotary club Tues- 
day at the weekly luncheon to 
the Odd Fellows Temple. 


Dr. Warren, who is a director 
: the Lincoln reesarch bureau 


company of Fort Wayne, was in- 
vited to address the local club by 
Dr. C. C. Atkins, who arranged 
for the program, and was intro- 
duced by''the Rev. Charles I. 
Stephenson, a close friend of Dr. 
Warren. 


Miss Marian Naden played a 


piano solo, the score from "Rose 
Marie," first reciting the story 
which the music interpreted. She 
was vigorously applauded. 


In addition to the Rev. Mr. 


Stephenson, other guests present 
were Donald D. Ball of Rich- 
mond, E. B. Thomas of San Juan, 
Porto Rico, and Hubert Innis of 
Miiroy.

LISTED BY REGISTRAR 


Bloomington, Ind., Nov. 25— 


Twenty-eight Rush county stu- 
dents are registered at Indiana 
university this semester, accord- 
ing to statistics announced here 
today as students left for their 
Thanksgiving vacation, extend- 
ing from Wednesday noon to 8 
a. m., Monday, Dec. 1. 


The university's student body 


this fall numbers 4224 which, to 
spite of the economic depression, 
is only 54 short of the record- 
breaking enrollment 
of last 


year. Most departments are fill- 
ed practically to capacity and in 
the school of medicine only 134 
students could be accommodated 
out of^GSS applying for admis- 
sion, which means that 501 pros- 
pective students were forced to 
seek their education elsewhere. 


Every county hi Indiana, 31 


other states, and six different 
countries are represented hi this 
year's enrollment. Geographical 
distribution of students has not 
yet been compiled by the regis- 
trar's office but neighboring 
states of Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, 
and Kentucky apparently lead 
others to out-state enrollment as 
usual. 


Enrollment statistics this year 


shows that 3529 students are 
registered on the campus at 
Bloomtogton, including 2207 men 
and 1322 women. On the Indianr 
apolis campus, 695 students are 
enrolled to the medical, dental, 
nursing.'and social service units 
of the university, 448 men and 
.£47 women.

Screams of their intended vic- 


tim last night frightened away 
two bandits who .'entered the 
Benson grocery store at Fairview 
and commanded Miss Lena Ben- 
son, 50, the proprietor, to hand 
over all money hi the store.

Regarding the 
command as a joke, Miss Benson 
"ailed to comply and one of the 
Dandits flashed a revolver, say- 
ing "If you scream, I'll kill you." 


Seeing the weapon, Miss Ben- 


son became alarmed, however, 
and began screaming. She was 
dragged behind the 
counter 


and choked by one of the men 
in .an attempt to muffle her 
screams. She struggled with 
her assailant, and caUed for aid 
from some men who were in a 
room on the second floor of the 
building. Apparently becoming 
alarmed, the men ran from the 
store, failing to take any money. 
They entered a Ford roadster 
and sped away. Miss Benson ran 
to the door of the building in an 
effort to obtain the license of 
the car but was unsuccessful. 
The bandits drove to a street 
corner, turned off then: lights 
and Miss Benson was unable to 
observe which direction they 
went. 


Authorities at Rushville, Con- 


nersville, Glenwood and other 
places were notified to watch for 
the car by the Falmouth tele- 
phone operator, who was called 
by Miss Benson.

Republicans and Democrats 


Urged to Get Together 


Before Meeting. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 25—(A.P.)— 


Official census figures, showing 
that Indiana will lose only one 
of its thirteen seats to the na- 
ional congress to 1932, has "re- 
ieved to a marked degree the 
wrought-up feeling that 
pre- 


vailed in both Republican and 
Democratic political circles. 


Until the official figures were 


made known at Washington, the 
other day/it was generally un- 
derstood that Indiana would 
lave to eliminate two of its con- 
jressional districts. The matter 
will come before the next ses- 
sion of the Indiana General As- 
sembly to January. 


Elza O. Rogers, Republican 


state chairman, has announced 
he will answer definitely today 
;he suggestion of Governor Les- 
ie that he reconsider his refusal 
;o name a committee to meet 
with one consisting of Demo- . 
crats to discuss the reapportion- 
ment situation. 


Rogers was invited by Demo- 


cratic State Chairman R. Earl 
Peters to arrange for such a con- 
sulation, to the hope that the 
parties could agree on a reap- 
jortionment bill that woul "be 
rah"' to either party. Rogers de- 
clined but promised, when urged 
jy the governor, to think the in- 
vitation over again. 


A week from yesterday the 


first two Democrats successful to 
the November' 4 election will 
move into the statehouse. Frank 
Mayr, Jr., South Bend, will be- 
come secretary of state and Floyd 
E. Williamson, Indianapolis, will 
secome auditor of state. Otto G. 
Fifield, Crown Potot, Republican 
who was defeated for re-election 
as secretary of state, and Archie 
N. Bobbitt of English, the retb> 
ing state auditor, will enter pri- 
vate business. 
The Republican party, beaten 


in a state election to Indiana for 
;he first tune to/many years, has 
already started to rebuild the 
machine which it believes will be 
running smoothly enough to re- 
capture the state to 1932. 


Attention will be given to the. 


large cities, which broke away

Ex-Railroad Head

mediate survivor, his son, Fred 
S. Markham, with him. 


The body will be brough here. 


It will arrive Thursday. Funeral 
services will be held Friday with 
burial in Oakwood 
cemetery. 


Markham's son and his secre- 
tary will accompany the body. 
Markham was born in Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., in 1861. Mrs. Anna 
Smith Markham, whom the rail- 
road man married in 1884, died 
-in 1922.

he was willing toVay the price of 
greatness. Thomas Lincoln held 
many political positions'and his 
son came by his great passion 
for politics naturally, inherited 
through a long line of ancestry. 


-He was not a politician for 


personal reasons but because he 
believed his party was needed to 
conserve thw^government. His 
sole purpose in the civil war was 
not to free the slaves but to con- 
serve the union. 


"Environment also exerted a 


beneficial influence over him. 
The day he was born, the church 
in his town was locked up be- 
cause of a division over slavery 
and his parents joined the anti- 
slavery group. Thus he was born 
and reared in an anti-slavery at- 
mosphere." 


Dr. Warren pointed out that 


Lincoln formative years—7 to 21 
—w^re spent in Indiana where 
all of his home influences were 
political. Not alone his father, 
but his step-mother as well, were 
politically-minded. 


"He was handicapped by a 


poor formal education, but had, 
access to books, which were very 
helpful," the speaker declared. 
"His 
education resulted largely 


from his contact with the early 
pioneer newspapers. Many mar- 


veled at Lincoln's knowledge of 
foreing affairs, but .this was eas- 
ily understood when it was 
known that the weeklies of his 
day devoted one page of every is- 
sue to foreign news baceuse their 
readers" had only- lately come 
from Europe. They also had col- 
umns devoted to domestic poli- 
tics and science, and Lincoln lit- 
erally consumed these newspa- 
pers so far as theiiueontents were 
concerned. He became known as 
a walking encyclopedia. There- 
fore, it was not strange that he 
should become a candidate for 
the legislature in Illinois at the 
age of 23, because he was well 
versed on all subjects and could 
hold his own with the well 
versed citizen."

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THANKSGIVING CUSTOMS 


The old Thanksgiving period -was one of a 


threefold character—sports, feasting and religion. 
One famous custom was the Thanksgiving raffle, 
always held on Thanksgiving eve. Turkeys, geese 
and chickens were raffled off and the event was 
attended with keen zest and excitement. Another 
feature was $he shooting match usually held in 
the morning and therefore not approved by the 
Church. In this contest the marksmen fired at 
chickens, turkeys, geese, etc., and the fowls 
selected for the occasion were always the tough- 
est that could be procured so that the match 
would last longer, for the shooting must go on 
until the fowl was dead and tough ones could 
withstand a great deal of shot. 


The Yankee Thanksgiving was the one time in 


the year when the hard, gloomy religious life 
relaxed a bit and the feast was looked forward to 
all the year with an excitement which has now 
entirely disappeared. Every table, whether rich 
or poor, had its feast in varying degrees of sump- 
tuousness. 


In later years Thanksgiving Day was the fash- 


ionable day to make calls. Receptions were held 
and the Thanksgiving ball was popular. It was 
good form for the gentle folk to keep open house 
on that day. 


Another strange way of celebrating the day 


was known in some sections until very recent 
times, and that was to dress up in fantastic cos- 
tumes and parade through the town. These 
••ragamuffin" parades have fallen into disuse. 
Prizes were distributed among the paraders and 
there were among theni local statesmen as well 
as small boys and ragamuffins. 


PRIDE IN HOME 


Pride as a rule is not commendable, especially 


in the material things of life. Even worse than 
pride are the false values that it creates. 


Pride in an individual is self-destructive, if per- 


mitted to Tim its course unchecked, but a certain 
amount of pride is necessary lor people to keep 
their self respect and the respect of their friends. 


However, pride in our home community may be 


pardoned — in fact, is needed, if the community 
is not to lie dormant or go backward in the com- 
petition that exists between towns and cities. 


A community pride that sees "ho good in any 


other community is unpardonable. A community 
pride that does nbt recognize the favorable points 
in every other neighbor defeats^ tts/oiwji purpose, 
that of advancing the community in the eyes of 
others. 


The thing most to be guarded against is not a 


spirit of boastfulness, although it exists in soine 
citizens to a degree that is harmful to the com- 


munity, but the opposite extreme which causes 
citizens to feel that greater opportunities exist 
elsewhere. 


There are-many places, of course, which are 


superior in many ways to our own community, 
but we have advantages in which we may take 
justifiable pride. 


There is a halfway ground on which all loyal 


citizens may stand. We should guard against 
either extreme — dissatisfaction and false pride 
which is equally as harmful, and all the while, do 
all we can, each in our own limited way, to ad- 
vance the interests of Rushville.
